The  first  gathering  of  the  Foote   Family  Association  of  America  took 
place  in  Wethersfleld,   Connecticut  on  June  5,   1907.     The  descendants   of 

Nathaniel  Foote,  the  settler,  gathered  in  the  old  town,  and  formed  a  per- 
manent family  organization.  There  were  over  one  hundred  representatives 
of  the  Foote  f  amil)   present  from  all  over  the  United  States. 

For  some  six  months  previous  to  the  meeting,  a  vigorous  correspondence 
had  been  carried  on  between  Judge  Ahram  W.  Foote,  of  IVJiddlebury,  Ver- 
mont, \l.r.  John  Mi  Foote,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Foote, 
of  New  York  City,  and  Dr.  Lewis  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York. 
As  a  result  of  these  conferences,  a  letter  was  sent  out  to  a  few  member-  of  the 
family,  and  the  responses  were  so  hearty  and  enthusiastic  that  no  doubt 
left  as  to  the  desire  for  a  reunion,  and  the  prospects  appeared  bright  for  its 
success. 

Later,  a  general  invitation  was  scattered  as  widely  as  possible,  in  the 
following  circular  letter:

rhe  decision  has  oeen  reached  to  form  a  Foote  Famil)  Associativa.  The  object 
is  to  bring  the  different  branches  of  the  family  more  closely  together,  as  well  2s  to 
establish  some  permanent  body  to  keep  intact  the  Foote  records  and  traditions. 

Plans  are  already  under  way  to  perfect  such  an  organization  at  Wethersfield,  Con- 
necticut. The  date  has  been  fixed  for  Wednesday,  June  5th,  1907.  and  the  Assembly 
will  take  pla:e  at  10  a.  m.  in  the  Grange  Hall. 

Wethersfield  is  situated  but  four  miles  South  of  Hartford  and  electric  cars  run 
ever}r  15  minutes  from  that  city. 

Ample  accommodation  can  of  course  be  engaged  at  Hartford.  The  Garde  Mote! 
Asylum  and  High  St.  will  probably  be  headquarters  on  Tuesday  night,  the  4th.  Dr. 
Lewis  Nathaniel  Foote  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  has  consented  to  look  after  the  details 
and  any  further  information  will  be  gladly  furnished  by  him.  He  desires  some  response 
from  each  one  and  urges  that  this  notice  be  extended  as  widely  as  possible  by  all  who 
receive  it.     The  committee  can  hardly  reach  every  one  with  a  personal  invitation. 

The  new  Foote  Genealogy,  now  being  edited  by  Judge  Abram  W.  Foote,  of  Middle- 
bury,  Vermont,  will  go  to  press  soon  after  this  meeting.  A  record  of  the  gathering  will 
be  inserted  including  the  officers  elected  and  it  is  hoped,  as  well,  a  group  picture  taken 
under  the  large  elm  tree  oa  the  old  home  lot  of  Robert  Foote. 

In  order  to  make  this  reunion  an  enjoyable  affair  to  all  the  hearty  co-operation  of 
each  one  is  needed.     Aid  the  committee  as  much  as  possible  in  their  effort  to  ac 
every  one    with   .the   knowledge   of   this    gathering.     Everyone   interested    in    the 
family  is  invited.     No  one  can  afford  to  miss  the  pleasure  of  such  an  occasion.

On  Tuesday  afternoon,  June  4th,  representatives  of  the  family  from 
near  and  far  began  to  gather  in  Hartford.  The  Garde  Hotel  had  been 
chosen  as  the  headquarters  of  the  clan,  and  on  that  evening  an  informal 
reception  was  held,  which  was  attended  by  some  sixty-five  persons.  Remarks 
were  made  by  Judge  Abram  W.  Foote  touching  the  Foote  coat-of-arms  and 
its  history.  Some  discussion  followed,  which  was  participated.  In  by  Mr. 
Nathaniel  Foote,  of  New  York,  Judge  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  Rochester,  New 
York,  Mrs.  Caroline  Foote  Marsh,  of  New  York.  Mrs.  Mabel  Ward 
Cameron,  of  Boston.,  and  others.     The  reception  was  a  most  delightful  affair. 

On  the  morning  of  June  5,  1907,  a  special  electric  car  conveyed  the 
guests  to  Wethersfield.  Arrangements  had  most  generously  been  made  by 
the  members  of  the  Grange,  the  Business  Men's  Association  and  the  select- 
men of  the  town  to  entertain  the  gathering  in  the  Grange  Hall. 

.The  reunion  proper  opened  with  an  informal  reception  from  10  to  11 
in  the  hall.,  when  the  assemblage  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  Lewis  Natha  del 
Foote,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York. 

He  spoke  briefly  as  follows: 

Cousins    and  Friends: 

It  is  indeed  a  great  pleasure  to  be  permitted  to  call  to  order  this  the  first  gathering 
of  the  Foote  Family  Association. 

There  have  been  orher  reunions  of  Fooves  here  and  there  throughout  the  country 
but  to-day  marks  the  beginning  of  the  national,  and  who  knows  but  that  it  may  grow 
into  an  international  organization. 

From  Boston  to  Seattle  have  responses  come  wishing  good  success  to  this  gather- 
ing. So  it  behooves  us  to  make  firm  the  foundations  we  lay  to-day  that  the  Foote 
Family  Association  may  last  to  the  end  of  time. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Lewis  Foote,  of  Marblehead,  Massachusetts,  delivered 
the  invocation. 

Upon  the  declination  of  Mr.  John  M.  Foote,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
to  serve  as  presiding  officer,  the  name  of  Judge  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  Rochester, 
N.  Y.,  was  presented,  and  he  was  unanimously  chosen  to  hi!  that  position. 
Upon  assuming  the  chair  he  addressed  the  gathering  as  follows: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

You  will  not  expect  me  to  be  wholly  free  from  embarrassment  in  the  presence  of  so 
many  cousin ,  whom  1  have  now,  for  the  first  time,  the  pleasure  of  meeting. 

1  understand  that  I  have  been  selected  as  your  presiding  ofheer  upon  this  interest- 
ing occasion  m  place  of  the  gentleman  originally  chosen,  but  who  finds  himself  unable 
to  serve,  because,  mere  nearly  than  any  other  person,  I  trace  my  descent  through  the 
eldest  son  of  the  eldest  son  in  the  line  from  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  original  settler,  with 
hut  one  brenk  in  that  line.

ADDRESS    OF   REV.    GEORGE    L.    CLARK, 


It  is  no  ordinary  privilege  to  be  allowed  to  share  in  this  family  gathering  and  to 
voice  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  descendants  of  an  honored  member  of  the  little  com- 
pany of  ten  cidventurers  who,  in  1634,  settled  here. 

We  welcome  you  to  a  town  which  is  fragrant  with  rich  memories.  Oui  Congre- 
gational meeting-house,  with  its  wren  spire,  built  in  1761,  in  the  days  of  George  III., 
still  shelters  a  church  which  seeks  there  inspiration  and  repose.  There,  in  1774,  the 
Freemen  voted  sympathy  and  grain  for  beleagured  Boston.  There  Washington  wor- 
shipped on  May  20,  t-St  and  turned  his  benign  face  toward  the  g^u"ry,  h:  :i  by  ._  - 
faces  of  beautiful   women  for  which  the  town  has  ever  been  famous. 

Our  cemetery  is  colonial  and  still  hospitable  to  many  worn  pilgrims:  there,  or  the 
highest  elevation,  overlooking  the  placid  river  rests  in  a  narrow,  unmarked  grave,  the 
dust  of  your  famous  ancestor,  the  greatest  land-holder  of  the  first  settlers. 

We  welcome  you  to  Broad  Street,  relic  and  reminder  of  the  ancient  Savon  Com- 
mons, to  the  shelter  of  the  big  elm,  the  largest  tree  in  the  State.  You  may  listen  to  our 
mosquitoes,  lineal  descendants  of  those  which  sang  sweetly  to  the  original  Nathaniel. 
You  may  sniff  the  delicate  fragrance  of  our  onions  and  visit  cue  penitentiary  without 
finding  a  single  relative  within  its  walls.  Would  you  enjoy  a  wide  and  beautiful 
scene,  ascend  Wolcoft  Hill,  wander  along  Ridge  Road  beyond,  the  finest  drive  cut  of 
Hartford,  ?nd  you  will  see  that  we  are  bounded  on  the  North  by  Mt.  Holyoke,  on  the 
South  by  the  Hanging  Hills  of  Meriden,  on  the  East  by  Plymouth  Rock,  and  on  the  West 
by  the  day  of  judgment. 

As  I  think  of  your  noble  family  which  calls  Nathaniel  Foote,  "Father/'  of  the  men 
and  women  distinguished  at  the  bar,  in  the  pulpit,  in  literature,  medicine,  commerce, 
war,  and  in  the  no  less  important  private  walks.  I  rejoice  that  we  who  live  in  this 
beautiful  and  historic  town  can  share  in  your  triumphs.  Coleridge  reminds  us  that  it  is 
"the  successive  few  in  every  age  to  whom  we  owe  our  ameliorated  condition."  When 
the  early  settlers  in  Watertown,  chafing  under  the  narrowness  which  would  limit 
suffrage  to  church  members,  turned  their  eyes  westward,  it  was  not  only  good  fis 
and  fertile  meadows  which  met  their  gaze  but  a  wilderness,  hardship  and  peril,  amid 
the  lairs  of  savage  beasts  and  the  haunts  of  cruel  men.  It  was  no  summer  excursion  to 
come  hither  by  water  or  forest  path.  A  son  of  the  first  and  settled  pastor,  Rev.  Henry 
Smith,  vividly  describes  the  situation  in  a  letter  written  in  his  old  age:  "The  first 
meeting-house  was  solid,  made  to  withstand  the  wicked  assaults  of  the  red  skins,  [ts 
foundations  were  laid  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  but  its  walls  were  truly  laid  in  the 
fear  of  the  Indians,  for  many  and  great  were  the  terrors  of  them.  I  ela  mind  bow  all 
the  able-bodied  men  did  work  thereat  and  the  old  arm  feeble  did  watch  in  turns,  to  esj  y 
if  any  savage  was  in   hiding  near,  and  every  man  kcr}i  his  musket  nigh  to  his  hai 


After  the  red  skin?,  the  great  terror  of  our  lives  were  the  wolves.     I  have  never  seen 
any  mar:  that  did   not  shiver  at  the  sound  of  a  pack  of  them."     So  the  stor>   of 
terror  and  midnight  dread  runs  on. 

It  was  a  long,  stern  training  for  the  Revolution,  and.  gallantly  did  your  anceao    - 
meet   it,   sustained   at  freedom's  fountain    and   by   an   unconquerable   faith   in   (;.-.;; 
laier,  when  the  time  came  for  resistance  to  British  aggression,  the  men  of  Werhei 
stood  among  the  foremost  in  demanding  liberty   untrarnmeled   and  complete. 

At  a  tavern  on  the  west  side  of  Broad  Street,  a  scene  was  enacted  in  1763  which 
well    illustrates    the    spirit   of   those   stormy   day-.     Jared    Ingersoll,   the    British 
collector,   in   the   angry  presence  of   five   hundred  men,   was   there   forced   to   resigi 
office,  and  as  he  rode  his  white  horse  to  Hartford  amid  his  unwelcome  escort,  he 
he  understood  for  the  first  time  the  meaning  of  St.  John's  imagery  of  "Death  011  a  pale 
horse  with  hell  following  after." 

Those  men  were  not  to  be  trifled  with,  and  when  the  "Lexington  Alarm"  was 
sounded,  within  twenty-four  hours,  Capt  John  Chester  was  on.  the  road  with  his  fine 
company  of  one  hundred  and  one  men,  the  best  uniformed  company  2t  Bunker  Hill; 
and  they  were  in  the  thick  of  the  fight. 

Thrice  did  Vvashington  come  to  Wethersfield,  and  on  his  last  visit  a  military 
conference  was  held  in  the  Webb  House,  after  a  grand  dinner  of  We:hersfield  shad, 
whe^e  plans  were  laid  which  led  to  Vorktown. 

Our  greatest  contribution  to  the  cause  of  freedom  was  Silas  Dearie,  who  went  forth 
from  his  home,  just  south  of  the  Webb  House,  to  give  to  the  first  *nd  second  Contin- 
ental Congresses  his  remarkable  energy,  foresight  and  business  capacity;  chosen  in  1775, 
:  by   Franklin,   jay,    Morris,    Dickenson    and   Harrison,    as   special   diplomatist   and   com- 

mercial agent  to  France;  in  the  face  of  countless  obstacles  he  bought  military  supplies 
which  made  Saratoga  possible;  pushed  France  to  a  treaty;  called  La  Fayette  and 
De  Kalb  to  our  aid;  introduced  to  General  Washington,  Steuben,  who.  with  the  military 
skill  of  the  wars  of  Frederick  the  Great,  transformed,  our  groups  of  farmers  into  dis- 
ciplined armies. 

When,  for  the  first  time  in  history,  a  model  was  needed  for  a  written  Constitution 
to  shape  the  powers  of  self  government  by  the  people,  where  could  it  be  found  if  nor  on 
the  banks  of  the  Connecticut,  in  the  brains  and  practices  of  Congregational  Churches? 
Sydney  Smith  was  once  asked  if  lie  had  forgotten  anything.  "The  Thirty-nine  Articles," 
he  replied,  but  the  Thirty-nine  Articles  of  the  Saybrook  Platform  are  forever  embalmed 
in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

I  can  ?dd  nothing  to  make  more  clear  that  Wethersfield,  the  kindly  old  mother  who 
welcomes  home  her  distinguished  children  from  paths  of  fame  and  wealth,  has  an  honor- 
able place  in  the  history  of  freedom  and  manhood.  Her  pride  is  yours  for  your  ancestors 
"at  life's  drear  peril  wrought  for  her." 

We  rejoice  together  to-day  in  your  victories  in  the  church,  State,  and  on  the  sea. 
We  are  happy  to  look  into  your  faces  and  take  you  by  the  hand.  We  give  you  our 
heartiest  hospitality. 

I  have  heard,  Mr.  President,  that  in  the  olden  times  when  a  monarch  in  journey- 
ing through  his  dominions,  visited  a  walled  city,  the  authorities  took  great  pains  to  enter- 
tain him  courteously  and  do  him  all  honor,  with  banquet  and  song,  and  when  it  was 
over  and  he  was  about  to  depart,  the  Mayor  stood  at  the  gate  with  the  key  in  his 
hand  and  refused  egress  till  the  king  had  granted  the  franchise  the  city  deserved. 

Descendants  of  Nathaniel  Foote:  We  welcome  you  to  the  grand  old  town  of 
Wethersfield,  mother  of  strong  men  and  women:  We  will  nor  let  "you  go  until  you 
pledge  us  afresh  the  freedom  or  the  noble  friendship  of  your  historic  family. 


An   historical   paper  was  then   read   by   Mr.   Nathaniel   Footc,    A    X  «-■.■. 
York  City.     He  said: 

Air.  Chairman,  Ladles  an  J  Gentlemen: 

The  genesis  of  the  name  Foote  is  found  in  the  tradition  that  when  t! 
inhabitants   of    the    British    Isles    took   names    to    distinguish    one   family   or   c 
another,  a  ni3n  who  lived  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  called  himself  Foote.     < 
I  can  offer  no  evidence  u;  sustain  this  statement,  owing  to  the  length  of  time  whi  h  has 
elapsed  since  this  occurrence  too!;  place,   if  it  ever  did.     If  we  accept  '■■ 
we  must  class  it  with  the  story  of  the  escape  of  Charles  I.  after  the  battle  of  \ 
and  the  services  said  to  have  been  rendered  him.  by  his  loyal  subject,  James 
Boscobel. 

You  are  doubtless  familiar  with  this  family  tradition.,  for  it.  has  been  generally 
accepted  among  us  in  one  form  or  another  for  many  years.  The  story  has  taken  to 
itself  a  visible  and  permanent  existence  in  the  cost  of  arms  and  crest  of  the  family. 
We  have  the  oak  tree  as  a  crest  and  the  clover-field  on  the  face  of  the  coat  of  arms, 
both  to  remind  us  of  the  peril  of  the  King  and  the  degree  of  Knighthood  which  after- 
ward was  conferred  on  some  ancestor  of  ours.  Unfortunately  we  have  not  been  able  to 
ascertain  which  king  it  was  that  honoured  him.  Some  of  us  have  understo  d  that  it 
was  Charles  I.  of  England,  but  English  history  says  otherwise.  The  battle  of  Worcester 
and  the  escape  of  the  King  to  Boscobel  took  place  in  1651,  or  sixteen  years  after 
settlement  of  Wethersfield.  it  is  quite  true  that  a  large  number  of  the  family  re- 
mained at  home,  and  Burke's  Book  of  Heraldry  gives  a  description  uf  ten  different 
coats  of  arms  which  belonged  to  the  various  branches  of  the  family.  It  is  possible  that 
the  degree  of  Knighthood  was  conferred  on  some  of  those  who  remained  in  Engl  . 

There  is  a  clear  and  detailed  statement  of  the  King's  refuge  at  Boscobel  in  H 
History  of  England,   and  this  book  has  been  quoted   as   an   authority  for  the  tradition 
that  Boscobel  was  the  home  of  James  Foote.       The  account  of  the  escape  from  (  : 
well's  troops  is  splendidly  told,  bur.  there  is  no  mention  of  our  name.    It  is  stated  thai 
the  place  was  called  Boscobel  and  was  the  property  of  the  Penderel  farm!;*.     Perl 
some  of  my  hearers  can  explain  the  discrepancy. 

The  earliest  record  in  existence  of  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  Settler,  in  this  country,  is 
found  in  the  records  of  the  grants  and  possessions  of  lands  in  the  Colony  of  Massa- 
chusetts Bay  in  1633,  when  he  took  the  oath  of  Freeman,  and  in  Watertown,  where  he 
first  located  and  where  is  an  entry  of  land  to  him.  Then  came  the  search  after  a  new 
home,  and  after  fourteen  days  of  travel  in  the  wilderness  he,  with  the  rest  of  the  com- 
pany, settled  in  Wethersfield.  We  do  not  know  the  reason  for  this  move,  although  it  •  as 
stated  at  the  time  that  the  settlers  in  Watertown  wanted  "more,  room  for  their  cattle." 
It  is  more  probable,  however,  that  it  was  the  outcome  of  some  sort  of  a  theological  dis- 
pute which  led  to  the  new  settlement.  Later  disputes  of  the  same  kind  led  to  the 
settlement  of  Stamford,  Connecticut,  in  1640;  Branford  in  1644,  and  Kadley.  Massa- 
chusetts, in  1659.  The  records  of  Wethersfield  show  that  Nathaniel  Foote  took  title 
to  a  farm  on  February  21st,  1637,  just  270  years  ago,  and  the  purchase  oi  this  tract 
made  him  the  largest  holder  of  adventure  lands  in  the  settlement.  The  word  "adven- 
ture" in  this  case  being  used  to  describe  lands  the  title  of  which  did  not  come  from  the 
town.  This  settlement  of  Wethersfield  was  the  beginning  of  what  is  now  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  so  that  our  common  ancestor  was  one  of  the  founders  of  not  only  a  town 
but  a  great  Commonwealth  as  well.  I  say  great  because  the  term  is  well •  deserved. 
No  student  or  observer  of  American  affairs  can  study  the  history  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut and  say  otherwise.  And  in  all  the  various  conditions  and  movements  which 
have  conrribu  to  fr*  result  our  family  have  borne  their  share  of  the  burden.  1 
will  venture  to  mention  some  of  them  by  name:  George  Foote,  of  Bennington,  Vera 


who  stood  by  the  side  of  Ethan  Allen  when  he  demanded  the  surrender  of  Tort  Ticon- 
deroga.     lie  was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  that  State. 

Honorable  Isaac  Foote,  of  Colchester,  Connecticut,  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution, 
and  the  first  Judge  of  Chenango  County,  New  Yo;!.,  to  which  place  he  had  removed. 
He  died  in  February,  1843,  at  the  age  of  97. 

Nathaniel    Foote,   the   projector  of   the   settlement  of   Colchester,   Connecticut.     He 
was  representative  to  the  General  Assembly  for  twenty-two  successive  sessions.     Hi 
in  August,  177},  at  the  age  of  92,  and  his  son  Nathaniel  died  in  1S11  at  the  age  of  99. 

Honorable  Ebenezer  Foot?,  of  Delhi,  New  York,  another  Revolutionary  soldier  and 
first  Judge  of  Delaware  County. 

Honorable  Samuel  Augustus  Foote,  of  Cheshire,  Connecticut,  Member  and  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  Connecticut;  a  representative  at  the  Congrc-,  in 
Washington,  afterwards  United  States  Senator;  Governor  of  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
and  Presidential  Elector  in  1844..  His  son,  Andrew  Hull  Foote,  was  the  well-known 
Rear- Admiral  in  the  United  States  Navy. 

I  will  also  mention  Elial  Todd  Foote,  for  twenty-five  years  Presiding  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  State  of  New  York;  Hon.  Leverett  Brainerd,  former 
Mayor  of  Hartford;  Frederick  W.  Fo^te,  of  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey;  Right  Reverend 
Fred  Foote  Johnson,  the  youngest  Bishop  in  the  Episcopal  Church;  Honorable  Nathaniel 
Foote,  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  State  of  New  York;  and  Honorable  Abram 
W.  Foote,  of  Middlebury,   Vermont. 

You  will  notice  the  gradual  dispersion  of  the  family  from  Wethersfield,  until  now 
we  find  some  of  our  kinsmen  in  almost  ever}  State  of  the  Union,  and  I  am  rold  that 
there  are  almost  seven  thousand  of  his  descendants  now  living.  Tt  is  fortunate  for  u< 
that  we  have  our  new  Foote  Genealogy  almost  ready  for  the  press,  for  such  a  work- 
must  be  regarded  as  the  corner  stone  of  our  records.  Over  half  a  century  has  passed 
since  the  Foote  Genealogy  by  Goodwin  was  published,  and  time  has  wrought  many 
changes  in  our  family  since  then.  We  need  a  complete  record  up  to  the  present  time, 
and  also  some  definite  method  whereby  we  can  preserve  and  increase  it  as  time  goes  on. 

Judge  Abram  W.  Foote,  of  Middlebury,  Vermont,   then  addressed   the 
gathering.     He  said  in  part: 
Dear  Cousins: 

Two  hundred  and  seventy  years  ago  Nathaniel  Foote  came  to  Wethersfield,  Conn., 
and  helped  settle  this,  the  first  town  in  this  valley;  he  had  probably  come  from  Col- 
chester, England,  about  five  years  before. 

He  was  only  one  of  a  score  of  hardy  men  who  moved  from  Watertown,  Mass., 
one  hundred  miles  into  the  wilderness  to  subdue  the  soil  and  the  Indians;  he  was  just 
an  ordinary  average  farmer  of  his  time,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  of  the  thousands  of 
his  descendants  whom  we  have  knowledge  of,  there  is  one  Governor,  a  Rear-Admira!, 
a  few  Generals,  and  several  Judges  of  more  or  le<s  distinction;  but  the  best  part  of  it  is 
that  we  have  not  found  one  criminal  in  the  whole  correspondence. 

The  Footes,  as  a  whole,  are  thrifty  but  not  avaricious.  I  have  never  heard  of 
one  in  the  Almshouse,  and  if  there  is  a  millionaire  he  has  succeeded  in  evading  me. 

The  same  energy  that  prompted  Nathaniel  Foote  to  leave  Colchester,  England,  and 
come  to  Watertown,  and  then  push  again  forward  to  Wethersfield,  was  appare.it  in  hi* 
sons,  Nathaniel  2nd,  who  founded  the  town  of  Colchester,  Conn.,  and  Robert,  wli  1 
moved  to  Branford,  Conn.;  and  in  the  next  few  generations  we  find  the  desceadants 
moving  to  Vermont  and  New  York  State,  the  frontier  at  that  time,  and  in  the  next 
century  pushing  on  to  Michigan  and  Ohio,  and  as  the  country  was  opened  up  for 
settlement,  still  farther,  until  to-day  we  find  them  in  nearly  every  part  of  the  United 
S'ates  and  some  parts  of  Canada. 

And  this  brings  us  to: 


THE   FOOTE   HISTORY   AND   GENEALOGY. 

About    eight    years    ago    I    came    across    a    copy    of    Goodwin's    Genealogy    i 
Nathaniel  Foote  family,   and  the  idea  occurred  to  ine,   as  if  no  doubt  has  to  many  of 
you,  that  the  history  should  be  brought  down  to  date.     My  busirw  s, 

for  several  years   after,   required   all   my  time,  so  I  did   very   little  effeci 
February,  1905.     1  then  issued  one  thousand  circulars  and  have  since  sent  out  ovc 
thousand   letters  and  circulars. 

We  soon  found  out  that  many  corrections  must  be  made  in  Goodwin's  book 
that   many  family   lines  were   left  back  one   hundred   years,    and   the  idea  of   issui 
supplementary    work    was    out   of    the    question,    as    I    do    not    think    there    are    <■ 
hundred   of  the   old  books  in  existence;   so  we  have  started  back  with   Natl 
Settler,  and  with  Pasco,  who  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  was  very  nearly  related 
to  Nathaniel,  if  he  was  not  actually  his  brother. 

We  expect  to  be  able  to  deliver  the  book  to  the  subscribers  this  summer. 

With  the  publication  of  the  Genealogy  the  work  of  the  Association  really  begins. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  what  there  are  many  by  the  name  of  Foote  who  have  not  been 
traced  out;  some  are  indifferent,  others  have  not  the  means  of  knowing,  but  in  a  few 
weeks  you  will  all  be  able  to  trace  the  lines  just  so  far  as  I  can  now,  and  by  keeping  up 
the  interest  the  greatest  success  will  be  attained. 

Let  each  member  of  the  family  report  any  additions  or  corrections  at  any  time  to 
the   Secretary  and   the  record  will  be  preserved  for  future  publication. 

These  meetings  should  be  held  bi-annually,  at  least,  and  in  different  parts  of  the 
country,  and  thus  reach  a  larger  proportion  of  the  family. 

The  object  of  the  Association  is  two-fold:  closer  social  relations  and  to  collect 
and  preserve  the  history  of  the  family. 

To  accomplish  these  purposes,  I  would  suggest  that  we  have  an  Assistant  Secretary 
in  each  State,  so  far  as  possible,  and  that  we  encourage  State  Associations  that  shall 
meet  bi-annually,  alternating  with  the  Nathaniel  Association,  and,  if  practicable,  estab- 
lish an  English  Association. 

The  ties  that  bind  us  are  naturally  closer  than  that  of  any  fraternity:  "Biood  is 
thicker  than  water.'' 

As  we  tread  the  ground  that  was  subdued  and  tilled  by  our  ancestors,  let  us  not 
forget  that  they  suffered  those  privations  and  braved  those  dangers  that  our  parents, 
Duiselves,  and  our  children  should  reap  the  benefits  of  living  in  this  Glorious  Republic. 

This  closed  the  literary  character  of  the  morning  session. 

After  some  informal  remarks  by  Dr.  Foote,  of  Brooklyn,  congratulating 
Judge  Abram  W,  Foote  upon  the  success  of  his  efforts  upon  the  Foote 
Genealogy, 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  as  an  association  we  tender  to  him  our 
most  hearty  thanks  for  the  work  that  he  has  done  and  that  some  reference 
in  the  form  of  a  resolution  be  placed  upon  the  minutes  of  this  meerinu*. 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  and  most  enthusiastically  en- 
dorsed by  the  association:

Genealogy  to  the  present  time,  as  well  as  to  render  this  gathering  so  enjoyable  to  us  all. 
It  has   been   ordered   that   this   resolution    he   placed   upon   the  minutes   of  this  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Foote  Family  Association  of  America. 

Nathaniel   Foote,   Presiding   Officer. 
Lewis  Nathaniel  Foote,  M.  D.,  Acting  Secretary. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  nominate 
officers,  draw  up  rules  and  by-laws  and  present  some  brief  form  of  organiza- 
tion. 

The  chair  appointed  as  such  committee  Mr.  Julius  Merrill  Foote,  of 
Newark,  New  Jersey,  Mr.  Lawrence  Foote,  of  Canton,  Mississippi,  and 
Judge  Abram  W.  Foote,  of  Middlcbury,  Vermont. 

The  benediction  was  then  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  John  Bartlit  Foote, 
D.  D.,  of  Syracuse,  New  York,  thus  closing  the  morning  meeting. 

Owing  to  the  rainy  weather,  the  guests  were  largely  confined  to  the 
Grange  building,  although  later  in  the  day  many  strolled  to  the  Old  Foote 
Tract  and  gazed  upon  the  wonderful  elm  tree. 

Lunch  was  served  in  the  Grange  dining  hall  at  1  o'clock.  Over  one 
hundred  and  fifty  were  seated  and  enjoyed  a  most  bountiful  repast  which  was 
furnished  by  the  Grangers  gratuitously. 

After  luncheon,  a  flashlight  photograph  of  all  those  present  at  the  meet- 
ing was  taken.  Instead  of  the  picture  being  taken  under  the  elm  tree,  as 
planned,  the  weather  forbidding,  the  gathering  was  photographed  in  the 
Grange  Hall.     A  short  time  was  then  spent  in    singing  patriotic  songs. 

The  business  session  was  called  to  order  with  Judge  Nathaniel  Foote,  of 
Rochester,  New  York,  in  the  chair. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  constitution  and  by-laws  was  called 
for  and  the  following  brief  organization  was  presented: 

CONSTITUTION   AND   BY-LAWS   OF  THE   FOOTE   FAMILY   ASSOCIATION 

OF  AMERICA. 
Name. 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  called  "The  Foote  Family  Association  of  America." 

Objects. 

2.  The  objects  of  this  Association  shai!  be  the  conserving  and  promoting  of  the 
interest  and  sentiment  of  the  Foote  Family  in  America;  the  cultivation  of  social  inter- 
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course  among  its  members;   the  collecting  of  genealogical   and  historical   data  rel 
to  the  various  branches  of  the  family;   the  publication  of  the  same  from  time  to 
and  any  other  objects  which  may  be  determined  by  -.he  Association. 

Officers. 

3.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary 
and   Treasurer,    an    Historian,    and    three    Counselors.        The    Counselors    and    Ofl 

ex  officio  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Management.     These  officers  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Duties. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

A  Vice-President,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  shall  preside  and  perform  the 
duties  as  President. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  conduct  all  correspondence,  keep  in  his  book  a 
full  and  distinct  record  of  all  the  transaction*  of  the  Association  and  «hall  call  all  its 
meetings.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  list  of  all  its  members,  fie  shall  collect,  receive 
and  pay  out  all  moneys,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Management,  and  keep  a 
correct  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  and  render  a  writien  account  at 
each  regular  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  Board   of  Management  shall  hold  such  meetings  as  the  interests  of  the  Asso- 
ciation  may   demand,   subject   to  the   call   of   the   Secretary.     They  shall   report  to  the 
Association   at  each  regular  meeting  all  of  the  business  that  has  been  trz^orted  since 
their  last  report.     They  shall  perform  such  othei   duties  ai  ma)   be  imposed  upon 
by  the  Association  or  by  the  President. 

The  Historian  shall  receive  and  carefully  preserve  all  data  pertaining  to  the 
history  of  the  Foote  Family.  He  shall  prepare  and  continue  a  record  with  pictures  and 
persona!  memoranda  of  all  members  past  and  present. 

Membership. 

5.  Any  lineal  descendant  of  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  First  Settler,  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership,  on  approval  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

Dues. 

6.  The  dues  shall  be  One  Dollar,  assessed  on  the  head  or  representative  of  each 
family  at  each  meeting  of  the  Association. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  Foote  Family  Association  of  America 
be  hereby  organized,  and  do  hereby  adopt  the  constitution  and  by-laws  as 
offered. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  nominations  for  ofIicers  was  called  for 
and  the  following  names  were  presented: 

For  President — Hon.  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  Rochester,  New  York. 

For  Vice-Presidents — Dr.  Lewis  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  Brooklyn,  New- 
York;  Mr.  John  Crocker  Foote,  of  Belvidere,  Illinois. 

For  Secretary  and  Treasurer — Judge  Abram  William  Foote,  of  Middle- 
bury,  Vermont. 

For  Historian — Mr.  Nathaniel  Foote.  of  New  York.  N.  Y. 

For  Counselors — Mr.  Julius  Merrill  Foote,  of  Newark,  New  Jersey; 
Mr.  Lawrence  Foote,  of  Canton,  Mississippi;  Mr.  Elizur  V,  Foote.  of  New- 
York,  N.  Y, 
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If.  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  nomina- 
tions cast  the  unanimous  ballot  of  the  association  for  the  proposed  officers. 

Judge  Nathaniel  Foote  assumed  the  chau  as  president  and  addressed  the 
association  briefly. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  resolution-,  of  thanks  be  sent  to  the  hosts 
of  the  day  and  that  the  resolutions  be  incorporated  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Association.     And  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted:

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  a  committee  be  appointed,  with  power  to 
solicit  subscriptions  for,  and  to  place  in  the  town  of  Wethersfield,  a  suitable 
memorial  to  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  Settler. 

The  president  appointed  as  such  committee  Judge  Abram  W.  Foote,  of 
Middlejbury,  Vermont;  Dr.  Lewis  Nathaniel  Foote,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
and  Mr.  John  A.  Foote,  of  Catskill,  New  York. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  secretary  be  empowered  to  place  upon 
the  Register  of  this  meeting,  as  charter  members,  all.  including  those  not 
present,  who  signify  the  desire  and  prove  their  right  to  have  their  names 
included  among  the  lineal  descendants  of  Nathaniel  Foote,  the  Settler. 

A  fee  of  half  a  dollar  was  assessed  and  forty-five  dollars  was  collected, 
of  which  eight  dollars  was  paid  for  the  special  car,  ten  dollars  donated  for  the 
use  of  the  Grange  Hall  and.  three  dollars  for  incidentals,  leaving  a  balance  in 
the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  twenty-four  dollars. 

The  business  meeting  was  then  declared  adjourned. 

Mr.  Josiah  G.  Adams  had  been  requested  to  preside  at  a  symposium,  at 
which  addresses  were  listened  to  with  much  pleasure  from  the  Wethersfield 
friends. 

Those  who  spoke  included  Mr,  Henry  A.  Stillman,  of  Hartford ;  Repre- 
sentatives E.  Hart  Fenn  and  John  T.  Welles,  Messrs.  R.  R.  Wolcott,  George 
W.  Harris,  Robert  Griswold  and  F.  A.  Griswold,  of  Wethersfield,  and  Mr. 
John  Howard  Foote,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York. 

The  day  closed  with  the  singing  of  "  Blest  be  the  Tie  that  Binds." 

Many  letters  of  regret  and  telegrams  were  received  from  those  who  could 
not  be  present. 

During  the  day  the  following  telegram  was  sent  to  President  Roose^ 
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The  President,  Hon.  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Washington,  D,  C.

Thursday  A.  M.  was  occupied  by  visiting  the  various  places 
est  at  "Wethersfield,  including-  the  church  and  graveyard;  the  Webb  hi   .

By  2  o'clock  there  were  about  four  hundred  present.  On  the  1 
of  the  highway  just  east  of  the  Memorial  where  the  exercises  were  held, 
many  chairs  being-  placed  there  for  the  visitors  and  the  townspeople.  The 
children  from  the  High  School  were  also  present  and  sang  patriotic  airs 
during  the  exercises.  The  speakers'  platform  was  near  the  monument  and 
nearby  a  large  national  flag  was  displayed.  The  monument,  up  to  the 
time  of  the  unveiling,  was  draped  in  the  national  colors.

The  opening  address  was  made  by  President  Nathaniel  Foote  of  the 
Association,  who  spoke  as  follows: — 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — More  than  two  and  three-quarter  centuries  have 
passed  since  the  man  we  know  as  Xathaniel  Foote  the  Settler  first  came  to  I  is 
spot.  He  came  from  the  Atlantic  Coast  with  a  small  company  of  adventurers  to 
establish  for  themselves  homes  in  the  wilderness  here  on  the  banks  of  the  majestic 
Connecticut  Eiver.  They  were  Englishmen,  dissatisfied  with  the  conditions  under 
which  they  had  lived  in  their  own  country,  and  especially  with  the  Iacfc  of  reli- 
gious liberty,  and  were  einbued  with  a  spirit  of  adventure  and  enterprise  to  im- 
prove their  condition  and  to  give  to  their  offspring  a  better  opportunity  in  life 
than   was  possible  in   the  old   country.

He  was  not  of  course  the  first  settler  of  Wethersfield,  though  he  was 
one  of  them.  Xo  individual  was  the  first  settler  of  Wethersfield.  Mr.  Goodwin, 
who  published  the  first  genealogy  of  the  Foote  family  in  1849,  gave  him  the  n 
"'The  Settler/'  because  he  was  the  first  of  his  family  to  settle  in  America,  and 
so  he  has  since  been  known  by  the  family.  To  others  the  designation  may  some- 
times not  be  understood  or  prove  misleading,  but  there  was  no  other  designation  or 
description  so  suitable  to  place  noon  his  monument  or  which  so  easily  and  quickly 
indicated  to  members  of  the  family  his  identity  and  we  hope  it  will  be  regarded 
as  not  inappropriate. 

ADDEESS  BY  HON.  HENRY  IVL  FOOTE. 

The  address  of  presentation  of  the  Memorial  to  the  people  of  Weth- 
ersfield was  made  by  Hon.  Henry  M.  Foote  of  "Washington.  D.  C,  who 
spoke  as  follows: — 

Mr.  Chairman.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — 'There  can  be  no  progress  or  dev< 
meat   except  through  unceasing,  toil,  courageous  action,  or  at  the  expense  of  life 
itself.     The  march  of  human  progress  is  onward  and  upward  and  we  are  continually 
easting   aside   old    methods   and   adopting  new   ideas   which   are   required   to    meet 
our  constantly  advancing  social  and  economic  conditions. 

Our  civilization  is  the  outgrowth  of  centuries,  and  comes  to  us  as  the  product 
of  bitter  contests.     It  is  the  harvest  which  has  been  gathered  from  the  fields 
human  experience  and  wisdom  from  which  the  noxious  growths  of  ignorance,  super- 
stition and  oppression  have  been  eradicated. 

The  school  of  practical  experience  is  necessary  in  order  that  we  may  not  only 
profit  by  our  accomplishments  or  mistakes,  but  also  by  those  of  others.  We  live 
not  only  for  ourselves  but  for  humanity,  and  the  conduct  of  a  single  life  may 
shape  the  course  and  destiny  of  many  others. 

Xo  great  reforms  are  ever  accomplished  without  strenuous  opposition,  and 
those  who  advocate  and  defend  them  always  receive  the  bitter  denuneiati  :s  of 
their  fellow  citizens.  And  so  it  is  that  no  lasting  good  is  ever  obtained  for  the 
benefit  of  mankind  without  patient   endeavor  or  unselfish  sacrifice. 

Plan's  humanity  for  man  is  the  most  noble  attribute  given  to  the  human  race, 
and  it  became  fully  exemplified  when  the  Man  of  Sorrows,  bruised  bleeding,  and 
malierned,  suffered  death  upon  the  cross.

Nathaniel  Foote,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  whom  we  speak  and  whose  me 
his   descendants   are   honoring  today,   came  from   Wntertown,   Massachusetts, 
in    1635.     There   were   only   a   few   of   that    little   band    of   sixty   adventu 
started  with  him   on   that   journey  that  had  the  fortitude  to  withstand  the  rig   :- 
of   a    New   England   winter   and    he   was   one   of   them.      Xo   friends    were    her 
welcome  him  as  weary  and  well  nigh   exhausted  he  reached  this  place  which   was 
to  become  the  scene  of  bis  future  activities;   true,  a  few   of  his  eompanh  ns 
survived  that  dreadful  experience  were  with  him  and  they,  with  the  natives 
were  to  the  manor  born,  constituted  all  the  associates  which  he  had.     We  find 
however,  in  a  short  time  locating  upon  a  house  lot  on  what  was  afterwards 
Broad  Street,  and  thereafter  becoming  the  owner  of  several   hundred  acres   ::

There  is  precedent,  Sir.  for  the  erection  of  this  memorial.     We  read  in 
Writ  that  Moses  in  his  pilgrimage  through  the  wilderness  built  an  altar  i 
that  Jehovah  would  have  war  with  Amalack  from  generation  to  generation;  and 
we  read  that  the  Tribes  of  Israel  built  an  altar  in  borders  of  Jo 
be  a  witness  between  themselves  and  other  tribe;.     We  real  also  of.  the   01 
the  Pyramids  and  the  monuments  of  Greece  aad  Borne,  all  erected  in  coi- 
tion of  important  events  and  of  the  lives  and  public  services  of  illustrious  men. 

Prom  those  early  days  of  antiquity  down  through  the  ages  the  ]  of  all 

nations  during  all  generations  have  erected  monuments  in  honor  of  patri  >tie  - 
lice  for  the  benefit  of  humanity.     And  so  we,  the  representatives  of  our  . 
and    distinguished   ancestor,  have  erected   this  monument  here   w 
for  all  time  as  a  token  of  the  veneration  and  respect  which  we  have  i  and 

also  because  through  the   sacrifices   of  himself  and  his  associates  there   was 
upon  this  spot  the.  foundations  of  a  state  which  has  so  nobly  contributed.  thr<~ 
the  patriotism  and  stability  of  its  people,  to  the  permanency  of  our  fedtra1  Union. 

And  now,  Mr.  Chairman,  in  behalf  of  the  Foote  Family  Association  of  .' 
ica,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  this  memorial  which  we.  the  descendants 
ef  Nathaniel  Foote,  have  erected  to  his  memory,  to  the  town  of  "Wethersfield.  con- 
fident that  the  same  generous  spirit  of  its  citizens  which  contributed   to  its  erec- 
tion will  care  for  and  protect,  it  through  all  coming  generations. 

The  Monument  was  then  unveiled  by  J.  Merrill  Foote  of  Newark,  and 
as  the  flag  fell  from  the  monument  all  arose  and  greeted  the  event  with 
applause. 

ACCEPTANCE  BY  E.  HART  FEXX. 

The  acceptance  of  the  Memorial  in  behalf  of  the  town  of  Wethersfield 
was  made  by  E.  Hart  Fenn,  who  said : —

As  has  been  well  said,  to  found  a  state  under  any  circumstances  has 
counted   among   the   great   works   of   great   men — but   to   found   a   state  in   w 
the  equal  rights  of  all  men  are  so  well  guarded,  in  the  wilderness  amid 
of  frost  and  famine,  and  with  the  daily,  hourly,  eon-tant  appreh 
and  butchery  from  the   savage,  is  no  common  event  in   the   world's    hisl        .  and 
should    ever  be  remembered  by  those  who   have  enjoyed  its  protection. 

Nathaniel  Foote  was   of   that   sterling   band   which  founded   the   Cc 
commonwealth   and   in    d    ing  honoT   T^   hipi    today  we   do  honor   to    ours< 
to  our  state.     It  is  for  us  of  the  present  generation  to  ever  bear  in  mind   the 
ditions  which  he  and  his  fellow  adventurers  have  handed  down  to  us  and  to  catch 
as  far  as  we  may  the  living  spirit  which  sustained  them  in  their  work  of  i 
ing  a  commonwealth.;   in  which  liberty  is  sustained  by  law,  and  law  is 
by  the  spirit  of  liberty,  and  in  which  both  are  held  in  check  by  relig  1    - 

cation. 

Mr.  President  and  descendants  of  Nathaniel  Foote:   This  granite  is  s 
of   the   strong   and   enduring   qualities   of   "the   settler."'    your   ancestor,   and   the 
handsome  light   above   is   a   guarantee   that   his   influence   and   that   ■ 
shall   continue   to   send   its   inspiring   rays   down    through   future   generations.     In 
behalf  of  the  townspeople  of  Wethersfield  I  have  the  honor  to  accept  this  wortl  y 
monument  to  a  worthy  man.
